ships of three committees held in the 
last Congress, and gains nothing in 
place of them.

senior and perhaps the| ablest member. 
But in taking that place he gave up 
the chairmanship of the Comnftttee on 
Civil Service, which hejheld in the last 
Congress.

The Committees on (Patents, Coin- 


age, Weights and Measures, and Claims 
each had a chairman ita the last Con- 
gress from Pennsylvania. All tiree 
committees are lost to Pennsylvania in 
this Congress. This is in part due, 
probably, to the decreased Republican 
representation In the House from this 
State, as there are only twenty mem- 
bers in the present House! against 
twenty-seven in the last House. But 
the extraordinary wayj in which the 
Pennsylvania delegation was used by 
Mr. Quay in the Speakership contest, 
as set forth In our news! columns, prob- 
ably had a good deal to do with the 
matter, because other I States whose 
Republican -membership was reduced 
lost nothing in the make-up of the 
committees. Under boss leadership 
Pennsylvania generally) suffers In all 
contests of that kind, for the reason 
that the boss has always served him- 
self at the expense of the State. 


Speaker Henderson has insured good 


iwork by retaining the old experienced 
members in the places they filled In the 
lost Congress.

lost shipping in the 
foreign trade. 


General Grosvenor will make an ad- 
miral chairman of that committee be- 
cause of his knowledge of the subject 
and ability to handle it on the floor of 
the House. The most important new 
committee announced at this session 
is that on Insular Affairs, which will 
have jurisdiction of the questions re- 
lating to our new possessions. It will 
rank in importance in this Congress 
with any other House committee. Mr. 
Cooper of Wisconsin, who is made 
chairman of the committee, is a com- 
paratively new member, though credit- 
ed with great ability 
His previous 


committee work has not been in the 
same line, but with the very able as- 
sistants he has on the committee, in- 
cluding Mr. Cannon, Mr. Hitt, Mr. 
Payne, Mr. Hepburn, Mr. Loud, Mr. 
Tawney, Mr. Babcock, Mr. Moody of 
Massachusetts and Mr Crumpacker of 
Indiana, there can be no doubt of its 
ability to deal with the important ques- 
tions that will comeiefore it.

THE STOCK MARKET. 


New York, Dec. 22. The stock mar- 


ket had to undergo further liquidation 
today. Prices yielded without any very 
active resistance but there were no 
signs of panic and the selling was con- 
ducted in an orderly manner. 
The 


principal causes of weakness were evi- 
dently not local and seemed to 
be 


largely due to the condition of affairs 
in Boston. Sugar was the most con- 
spicuous example as is shown by its 
extreme decline of 1 points.

stock was under very heavy pressure 
all day on rumors of a continuation of 
the trade war, as well as on the forced 
selling for Boston account 
Burling- 


ton, 
Federal Steel and Athchison pfd 


were also sold from Boston. 
London 


wa^ a large seller of stocks here and 
the depression there exercised a large 
sentimental influence 
Some of the fa- 


vorite international stocks were acute- 
ly depressed from time to time. The 
bears were energetic operators all day 
and supplemented their efforts by the 
circulation of some extravagant rumors 
regarding the financial condition of 
various houses and properties'. Dur- 
ing the last hour the bears were large 
buyers to cover short contracts and 
this caused recoveries running all the 
way from 1 to 5 points in the principal 
roads and industrials. As a result net 
losses were reduced within a range of 
3 points except in a few inconspicuous 
stocks which bad not moved previously 
during the week. A number or stocks, 
Including those which have suffered 
most severely during the week rose 
slightly above last night's level.

The Assyrians, Medes and) Persi ins, 


we read, possessing more"gojd and sil- 
ver from their enlarged empires, decked 
and bespangled their horsemen' most 
gorgeously with purple, blue and gold 
Persia then became greatly renowned 
for horse riding. Xenopohon declares 
that/before the age of Cyrus, Persia 
hajj from its want of wealth or the 
mountainous character of its soil.- no 
Aorses; but that after his time, from 
the personal example, encouragement, 
and recommendation of kings, every 
man in that country rode horseback— 
so much so indeed that it is believed 
that the very name of Persia, by which 
ever since their land has been known, 
oilgmated from the word Pere-esh, 
which in Chaldiac and Hebrew sitni- 
fies a horseman. 
j 


Immense numbers were bred on the 


plains of Assyria and Persia. We read 
in one old author of no less a number 
than 150,000 grazing on one vast plain 
near the Caspian gates. 
The Nysean 


horses, which the Kings of Persia used 
in their expeditions, were celebrated as 
the finest in the world. 
* 


In mythology the horse is several 


times mentioned. There are Pegasus, 
the winged horse of Apol4o and the 
muses, who subsequently liad Bellero- 
phon for a master; and then there is 
the familiar story of the results of dis- 
obedience in the case of Phaeton, the 
son of Sol, who. losing contiol of his 
father's fiery steed , was precipitated 
by a thunderbolt hurled at him by the 
irate Jupiter, into the River Po. 


Alexander, the Great, in his time, had 


a wonderful steed, the celebrated Bu-11 
ccphalus. We have all heard too. of 
the Centaurs, those semi-human horses 
and semi-equine men. as Ovid, terms 
them, that warrants the inference 
that horses then first made their ap- j 
pearance in Thessaly, if not in Greece. 
These people lived about a century be- 
fore the Trojan war, for Chiron, who i 
was their chief, was the pireceptor of 
Achilles. 


As the Mexican, at the s ight ot the 


Spanlbh cavalry landing on i heir shores 
ran off in a fright, conceiving that man 
and horse were but one animal, so did 
the people of Thessaly fly, panic-strick- 
en, at the sight of the double-shaped 
incomprehensible monster that charp- 
ed them. 
It is almost certain tbit 


these Centaurs were a tribe of PeJasgi. 
or emigrants from Phrygia and the 
southern shores of the Eurine, which; 
weie occupied at an early time by the 
Egyptians, planted there by Sesostris 
in his expedition. 


This confirms the Greek tradition 


that I'hilyre, the mother of the Cen- 
taurs, lived with Saturn in Philyiies. 
Even with these 
comparatively 
feu, 
dati furnished by history, it is inter- 
esting to trace the circuit by which 
horses, and theconsequent art of eques- 
tram exercise, passed from Egypt, the 
oiiglnal central riding school of the 
world. Into Greece, and afterward into 
Europe. 


From Egypt they passed directly in- 


to Assjria and Persia; thence to Cap- 
padocia, Amazonia and Pontus, coun- 
tries where horses are most reared, 
most admired, and, as the most ad- 
mhable objects in animated natuic, 
offered up as saciifices to the sun. 


Fiom Pontus they went with the 


streams of westward-rushing popula- 
tion to Phrygia and the southern banks 
of the Propontis, and thence, with the 
Plops and Pegasi,1 they migrated 
to 


Thessaly, where, with their astounding 
novel and terrifying appearance, they 
confounded tbe simple aboriginal in- 
habitants. 


It was not customary in ancient times 
to shoe horses with iron, according to 
our modern practice, hence a strong 
hoof, hard as metal and solid as flint, 
was reckoned one of the chiet qualities 
of u steed. 
In Orietal countries the 


strength of the hoof rendered 
this 


strength of the hoof less necessary, the 
mud and mireof the ground's surface 
in Northern Europe first causing and 
then confirming the practice. 


Hannibal's cavalry, chiefly Numid- 
ians, lost all their hoofs in the march 
through marshy ground between Trebia 
and Fesalea. 
The horses of the an- 


cients had neither saddles nor stirrups. 
and tbe Numidlans no bridles, so fteir 
Armor and trappings must have com- 
pensated In a manner for these defici- 
encies by their great splendor.
